WAIT Uimr. AFTER ELECTION! 
Now that congressional hearings on' Hells 
canyon dam are under way In Waahlngton, 
brought about at this time largely because 
of pressure from the White House and the 
iccretary of Intflrlor, the. people, of XdahO' 
should be weighing all development^ care- 
fully. 

There should be no doubt In anyone'ti mind 
that tremendous pressure Is being exerted to 
get congressional approval of the Hells can- 
yon project during the present session — and 
before the general election. 

One day this past week, the .Times-News 
expressed the editorial opinion that the ar- 
rogance and defiance of Secretary of Interior 
Chapman and Reclamation Commissioner 
- Stratuf, with the toclt approval of the White 
House, should be reason enough to stir up a 
congressional revolt. 

Now wo can only hope that the current 
hearings will forcstoU any action on this Im- 
portant and highly controversial Issue until 
after the people have had an opportunity to 
go to the polls In November. 

One of the most significant developments 
of-the-hearlngS'SO-tar-WES-the-pathctlc-atr.. 
tempt of Secretary Chapman to submit logical 
arguments In favor of Hells canyon. 

As lead-off man for those In and out of 
government, who are trying steamroller tac- 
tics against all opposition, Chapman not only 
demonstrated that he Isn't sure of his facts, 
but It Is crystal clear that he's more Interest- 
ed In Hells canyon from a political stand- 
point than on the basis of actual necessity, 
about which he tallcs so loud, long and loosely. 

PerhE^s the most startling of all develop- 
menta^ln connection with the hearings was 
Secretary Chapman's admission that if It 
builds Hells canyon dam, the government will 
file on all the water not presently, claimed in 
SnaKe river. 

■ 'When asked It all unappropriated water In 
Snake river would be preempted, Chapman 
appeared not to', understand, but later ans- 
wered; 

"That Is correct. We, will file on all' unap- 
propriated water." 

Even among those in Idaho who have gone 
all out In their support 6t the Hells canyon 
development, there were some who felt a lit- 
tle uncomfortable alter pondering the secre- 
tary's remarks about unappropriated water. 

The thought ran through their minds, no 
doubt, that even If they were to assume that 
present water rights In Idaho ore secure, 
—What about_thej303ilblUtle3 of new Idaho de- 
velopments requiring added water for Irri- 
gation? ^ 

It was bad enough 'when the press services 
quoted Secretary Chapman's remarks, about 
. filing on- all "unappropriated water In Snake 
river," but under further cross-examination 
by Rep. Hamer Budge of Idaho, the secretory 
attempted to deny having made any such 
statements by saying "ll I did I was In error." 

It was nob In this one connection alone that 
Secretary Chapman appeared to be unsure of 
his facts. Frequently he had Co call on his 
assistants to supply the answers.. 

When" committee: members attempted to' 
ascertain the basts of repayment for the pro]- 
«ct. Chapman replied that "we are going to 
sell at two mills." 

"How does this lit In 'with the figures of 
four and a half mills reported to the house 
two years ago?" demanded' Representative 
Budge, the only Idahoan on the committee. 

Following another consultation. Chapman 
corrected himself to soy he referred to the 
rate' for' alunilnum producers. 

Evea though the proponents of Hells can- 
yon have, backed Into the comer on their 
— ciaima;aaJ;o_thD, jjtojcct. jyarylnELany_j)urpose. 
from' the standpoint of irrigation. Chapman 
went completely overboard In declaring that 
Hells canyon water could be tued for Irri- 
gation at Mountain Home, which Representa- 
tive Budge pointed out was 100 miles up- 
stream from the proposed reservoir. 

TWi Is Uio soma secreUry of Interior, mind you, 
ivho hu been ezhortlns the people of the Pacltlo 
Northwest with endlesa "f&cti" In support of Hellt 
CAoyon, ths slmpleat ot which fftctt he cannot rtltto 
When It ccmo* to a iliowdown. 

There's Another thing the people of Idaho should 
keep In mind. Xfa that wtme.iubue nttcmpt employed- 
by Hella canyon proponents to mnlte It appear that 
onjjr iho Idaho power company la oppoaea to thi« 
controversial proJecL 

It'i iho Bnmo polltJcAl stratetty usually aaxoclated 
with tlie present admlniatmtlon'a .etfbrta' to'Iorce Its 
aoclnllstlc nchcmes upon the people.

In old age assistance all eamlnss 
are deducted from pkyments, I be- 
lieve.

.their property as in cases of old bed 
assistance. 

I bellere In Justice, not clasnes. 
These persons quit teaching the first 
year of teacher retirement on in the 
10 years preceding and therefore, 
under the law, paid nothlnic into the 
fund but used all at their years 
teachlns In Idaho to secure these 
benefits. 

To detennlna retirement the aver- 
■n pay received In the last 10 years 
of teochbiE In Idaho Is divided by 
10 and multiplied tiy the number 
of years of tenchlns. If persons who 
have had these payments can con- 
tinue lour' years more they will be 
paid tip members by-the state. 

Can this state be so senerotuf 
Why should the state keep appropri- 



ating for these who have not paid 
lor each year they useT 

We sacrifice the good of a few 
In the army for the good of many. I 
believe that to discontinue this gift 
to those persona who have not paid 
and to use the money to train young 
teachers would be a better tavest- 
mcnt for Idaho. 

I believe a girl who has Just been 
graduated from teachers college 
should receive more money than one 
who has taught long years and 
comes back Into the 'work, using 
those years for credit to draw more 
■j»ay-thsntte -young trained teacher. 
It would encourage girls to enter the 
work rather than discourage them.

In mid-January the office of 
price sUbllicatlon clamped on cell- 
ln(s prices, resulting In strong pro- 
tetts from growers.

Oovenunent tests have shown It 
can be used as a aut>stltute for up 
to 4B per cent of cement necessary 
In concrete work. M liner explained. 

Until recently pozzolan had been 
specified In larger concrete con- 
struction Jobs an an addlUve, but 
□ow Is being used as a partial sub- 
stitute for cement because It costs 
less and Is lighter. 

Cost of the new plant probably 

111 be In the ' neighborhood of 
11,000.000, Mllner Said. Ore will be 
take from properties near Ammon.
